ALDENS  from  Cahfornia.  Chicago,  Canada,  Oklahoma.  Michigan,  New  York. 
New^  Jersey,  and  all  the  New"  England  States  except  V'e  \iont;  gathered  in  liistoric 
Plymouth  on  Wednesday,  July  13,  1921,  for  the  21st  annual  reunion  of  the  Alden 
Kindred  of  America,  which  was  held  in  the  Alemorial  First  church  (^Unitarian)  on 
Town  square,  close  by  the  site  of  the  old  Plymouth  home  of  John  Alden,  before  he  and 
Priscilla  moved  their  household  to  Duxbury.  Aldens  began  to  cotne  by  automobile 
f'arly  in  the  morning  and  more  came  on  each  steam  train,  the  bulk  of  them.  hoNve\  er, 
on  the  Pilgrim  Tercentenary  special  express  from  Boston.  It  was  one  of  the  largest 
gatherings  in  the  history  of  the  kindred  and  the  meeting  was  one  of  the  most  interesting. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  cluirch  were  ushers  garbed  in  Pilgrim  style,  who  showed 
the  visitors  in,  and  two  dainty  Priscnllas  handed  them  cards  for  their  registration  for 
future  use  by  the  secretary  in  making  her  report.  These  were  IMrs.  Arthur  C.  King 
and  Miss  Alarian  Eaton;  Miss  Lucy  King,  of  Taunton;  Miss  Bertha  Bass. of  New  York, 
and  Mrs.  Claribel  Simonds,  of  South  Braintrce,  assisted  by  John  Aldens  impersonated 
by  Messrs.  Rowell,  Winsor  and  Winslow,  of  Plymouth,  young  men  who  had  been  invited 
for  the  work  by  Airs.  J.  Henry  Shaw,  of  Plymouth. 

The  meeting  was  opened  l)y  President  George  F.  Washburn,  of  Manomet.  after 
Past  President  Vernon  Field,  of  \\'ollasfon.  had  called  the  assemblage  to  order  and  had 
made  ex])lanation  of  the  historic  values  of  the  gavel  and  block,  which  contained  bits 
ofstone  from  Southampton,  England,  and  LMymouth  Rock,  respectively.  Mr.  Washburn 
then  introduced  the  founder  of  the  Alden  Kindred,  Miss  A.  Ella  Alden,  of  Middleboro, 
who  has  not  missed  a  single  reunionsince  tiie  national  society  had  its  inception  in  1901. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Bass  of  Providence,  nearly  U5  years  of  age,  gave  the  in\'ocation,  and 
the  Adelphi  quartet,  of  Boston,  sang  selections  after  the  greeting  of  President  W  ashburn. 
who  mentioned  the  pleasure  and  xalue  of  the  meeting  of  tlic  Aldens,  and  said:

Piljrrinis  iu  this  town  vvtiert!  .lohii  Alden  lived.  The  eyes  of  the  world  will  be  on  IMynnnilii  iii 
this  next  week  or  two,  rsj)erially  wlien  the  President  will  land  here  from  his  M(i\ Jh/ner 
Aup'jst  1,  1^)21,  the  same  as  the  Pilpriuis  landed  from  their  Mfiyfloicer.  and  comes  up  info 
(own  to  take  part  in  the  pro^'iram  of  the  day's  celebration.  So  we  will  have  f!ie  replica  of  the 
old  AfayJIoirer  ancliored  in  the  harbor,  and  we  will  Have  the  Muyjloi:  er  of  today  in  w/iich  th(? 
President  will  arrive. 

'Tlail,  Pilgrim  Fathers,"  was  sung  by  the  entire  c(jmpany,  and  followir;'^'  the 
'tistom  of  years  the  family  roll  was  called,  indicating  the  numlx^rs  of  the  Alden  children. 
Joseph's  descendants  headed  the  list  with  36  present,  Ruth  was  next  with  27,  Elizabeth 
;>vith  21,  David  with  11,  Sarah  with  9,  Jonathan  with  6,Marv  with  3,  and  John  with 
>5-     Many  others,  who  were  otit  seeing  Plymouth,  did  not  answer  the  roUcall. 

The  oldest  vVldens  present  w^ere  Abishai  Alden  Baker,  of  Colchester,  Conn.,  aged 
^^6.  and  Dr.  E.  C.  Bass,  of  Providence,  nearly  H.').  The  youngest  were  Bet<ey  Alden 
'Vyers,  14  months,  of  Hyde  Park,  and  John  David  Alden,  Needham  Heights,  aged  .3 
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months.  Although  she  was  not  present,  it  was  stated  that  the  oldest  Alden  is  Mrs. 
Judith  \\  insor  Smith,  11  Roanoke  avenue,  Jamaica  Plain,  iMass.,  who  (if  she  lives ; 
will  be  100  years  of  age  on  November  26,  1921. 

Melville  C.  Freeman,  submaster  of  Boston  High  School  of  IVactical  Arts,  was  the 
principal  speaker.  He  made  an  address  on  the  lessons  to  be  derivetl  from  the  lives 
of  the  Pilgrims.     He  said  in  part: 

,,      I  hope  I  may  be  able  to  explain  to  yon  v  liat  ttie  Pilfrrim  means  to  me.     Tlior-^  has  ever  , 

been  cue  great  strutrj.'le  in  all  hiatory,  the  lonir  slruggle  for  freedom.  In  that,  stru^zi'le  there 
is  one  word  which  will  always  stand  out — that  of  Pili;rira.  It  is  a  word  of  lof  ly  ideals.  It  is  a 
word  full  of  courage  and  bright  with  honor.  It  was  appli*^!  to  a  body  of  men  and  women 
who  had  greal  influence  on  American  liislory.  Of  all  the  boasted  immigranls  that  have 
peopled  Atuerica,  there  are  none  who  have  equalled  Lhese  lirst,  comers  to  the  shores  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Those  who  made  up  that  early  groni)  possessed  an  attribute  much  finer  than  gold,  that  of 
character.      That  is  th(>  messa^'e  tiiat  comes  (hns  n  froiri  over  .'.00  years  ago. 

The  Pilgrims  had  synipalhy  and  were  genller  tluui  the  Puritans  who  followed  in  their 
footsteps.  They  were  simply  lunnan  beings  and  lliey  saw  in  si^vn  and  vvomeTi  huinar!  beings 
and  treated  them  like  Suiman  beings.  They  were  lovers  of  peace.  They  did  iiol  show 
greedy  spirit  toward  their  neighbors  who  came  in.  They  w(;re  not  careless  nor  gr*>edy  tmd 
threatened  no  ones  w(>lfare. 

7'he  need  of  llus  lioiir  and  every  hour  in  this  counLry  and  in  the  world  is  the  n«>ed  of 
sympathy.  From  the  toiler-  comes  the  cry,  "We  are  human  hi;ings.  not  stones  nor  brutes  iif)f 
iiia<hines,  but  hiunan  beings."  'j'he  wise  manager  is  hearing  this  call  and  is  responairiz. 
When  this  cry  is  met.  from  eilljcr  side,  then  strife  dies  and  the  ecor\omic  problem  is  easier. 
We  must  learn  in  every  naiii>n  thai  members  of  every  nation  are  human  beings.  Love  of 
country  also  beeomrs  (JaiiLr.'iou^  if  at  the  sam<i  time  it  breeds  dislike  of  other  nations.  V»  e 
want,  to  be  very  particidar,  when  we  use  the  term  ""America  I'^irst.""  If  it  ber(Hnes  seliish  it 
is  dangerous.

present  residents  of  Wayne  County,  Pennsylvani.a. 

The  huge  conglomerate  monimient  erected  in  honor  of  the  early  settlers  througi 
the  interest  of  E.  M.  Peck,  of  Carbondale,  Pa.,  contains  the  ntimes  of  the  origin;-. 
settlers  in  that  i)leasant  valley.  These  families  are  Norton.  (Irenneli,  North,  West 
Gaylord,  Griswold,  Peck,  MciViullen,  Loomis,  Ledyard,  Bunting,  Saunders,  Dtivenport 
Arnold.     These  families  are  still  existent,  and  their  representatives  were  pr.'setit.

Mrs.  Hainey,  wif(>  of  one  of  the  pastors  of  manv  years  ago.  Air.  Bainey  is  still  livini:. 
but  was  unable  to  make  the-  journey.  The  ladies  of  Clinton  Centre  church  outdie 
thems(,'lves  in  extending  hospitality.     Tlu're  were  2.')0  persons  present. 

Aft(T  dinner,  K.  M.  Peck  introduced  .Mr.  Ilomcir  Greene  of  llonesdale.  Mr 
Greene,  hinjself  a  New  linglander  by  descent  from    130  years  before  the  Revolution 
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v[)()ke  eloquently  in  tribute  to  the  early  settlers  and  of  the  sturdy  race  who  inherit 
'tlieir  qualities.  He  commended  those  present  on  maintaininir  an  organization  to  kcej) 
ilive  tlie  memory  of  the  Pioneers.  One  of  the  great  characteristics  of  these  men  and 
,',()!iien  of  the  early  days  was  tlieir  r(>liuion,  said  Air.  Greene.  Their  faith  in  Clod  and 
Uic  promises  of  God  was  no  formal  rite,  but  the  very  bread  of  life  to  tliem.  Their 
iiith  sustained  them  in  struggles  and  in  adverse  environment  of  which  we  of  today 
jiiave  no  conception.

The  i^robate  at  i.iUxuion, 
July  23,  1621,  of  his  nuncupative  will  indicates  that  he  came  from  Dorking, 
flinty  Surrey,  England.  He  died  V\^hruary  2°!,  1621,  and  his  wife  Alice  and  son 
pKcph  also  succuml)(xl  during  the  first  tcrrihle  winter  in  what  is  now  Plymouth,  Massa- 
tiusetts.  His  daughter  PrisciIJa  married  John  Alden.  His  eldest  son  William,  to 
|iiom  he  left  his  share  of  land,  came  later  to  the  cok)ny.  Thus,  all  Alden  descendants 
kivefour  Mayflower  ancestors:  John  Alden,  his  wife  Priscilla,  and  her  parents,  William 
gid  Alice  Aluliins.
